Hi Jack, 


Your problem is that you only have part of the number. 
A full number would be 5082-2800, which is a general 
purpose Schottky diode. Another number for this 

part is 1N5711. If you absolutely can't find any small 
signal Schottky diodes, then a germanium like the 1N270 
would be worth a try. Oh, the size is similar to any 
small signal glass diode (or a bit smaller).

The different power levels are adjustable internally. Before adjustment, 
low power is 10 watts, med power is 50 watts, high power is 100 watts. I 
would not recommend the adjustment, though, as the autotuner requires 10 
watts to work. Some like it though. To each his own. 


I much prefer having continually variable power down into the milliwatts. 
Apply negative voltage (a 9-V battery through a variable resistor/pot works 
superb!) to the ALC input on the back of the rig. 


There is a CW filter for the 50. Inrad makes a wire-in version. Not sure 
how available the Kenwood version is.

I have an "slow, under-ram-equipped" 486 (66mHz and 16mb) and have tried both 
software programs. So far, it seems that WINpsk handles my slow computer's 
shortcomings better. If you are not running the recommended 100mHz Pentium + 
32mb Ram in the ham shack, you might consider WINpsk (also freeware, and also 
linked on http://psk31.com ). 


PSK31 is a terrific mode. Even if you don't have the interface -- but you do 
have a computer with a soundcard and can come up with a patch cord connecting 
your rig's audio output to the soundcard's LINE input, you can listen in and 
copy some of the fun! 


Download the free software, load it, set your rig on USB and tune the receiver 
to 3,579.500 kHz and see for yourself.

I think you must know it's a kind of automated/beacon setup with a 
cassette tape with the CQs recorded in audio and a VOX circuit plugged 
to the tape player keying the rig. If I hear any reply in the rest 


time between CQs (about 5 seconds), I stop the tape, unplug the VOX 
relay output and plug in the key to complete the QSO. 28.108 is 
usually a barren wasteland and you have to scorch it to produce a few 
QSOs. So timing is a must to make me hear, then good conditions to 
take your sigs to my rig. I am using a President Lincoln monobander

I'm finally getting the CW sending part of QRP-Dupe working. Of 

course no-one mentions you need to build a simple interface between pin 
4 

of your com port plug and the key lead from your radio.

About 3/4 of the way down the page, just click on the blue colored line 
that says:

The diagram is not pretty, but all of the information is there ina 
pictorial form. 


All logging programs that have the ability to send CW require an 
interface. There are many versions around, but mine requires a cheap 
opto-isolator IC. They are about $.50 each. Radio shack used to sell 
them, but not sure that it is currently available. The 1 transistor 
design should work as well. I use the opto-isolator design as it 
completely isolates the PC serial port from the CW key line. Stuff 
happens you know, it just gives one an added layer of protection. 


I have an idea of coming out with a little kit of parts that would 
include all that is need to put one together if there is enough 
interest, I will do so. The whole circuit, all of 4 parts, fits inside 
of a female DB-9 connector shell. There is no PCB, as the parts are just 
soldered together dead bug style. The opto-isolator chip is glued top 
down on the shell to support the other 2 components, and a .1 Uf 
Capacitor is wired on the connector pins themselves. 


If anyone is interested, let me know. I would sell the kit for cost at 
$5.00 shipped to your door. I have the parts for about 30 kits. These 
kits would only include a DB-9 female connector. If your serial port is 
a male, or a DB-25 variety, then you will have to come up with a 
connector to match your PC. I'll announce if we have enough to do a 
small run early next week.

I don't think I would be if it were 150 KHz; the 
choice is a matter using one capacitor or the other, so it would be easy 
to try both. Since I don't plan to use it above 14.080 and 7.080, it 
was an easy choice for me .. but may not be for some.. 


> I am probably spoiled by some of my rigs, but I really was disappointed 
> with that "fast" tuning. Does the K2 share this? 
> 


The K2 is very different, since it does not use a varactor like the K1, 
but is digital. It has three front-panel selectable tuning rates with 
increments of .01, .1 and 1 KHz.
